A man with an extensive criminal past 

— including a lengthy prison sentence 
commuted by former Arkansas Gov 
Mike Huckabee nearly a decade ago 

— was being sought Sunday in a deadly 
ambush on four police officers who were 
gunned down inside a coffee shop. 

Pierce County sheriff’s spokesman 
Ed Troyer told reporters that Maurice 
Clemmons, 37, was believed to have been 
in the area around the time of the shoot- 
ing, but declined to say what evidence 
might link him to the shooting. 

Clemmons has an extensive violent 
criminal history from Arkansas, includ- 
ing aggravated robbery and theft, the 
sheriff’s office said. He also recently was 
arrested and charged in Washington state 


for assaulting a police officer, and sec- 
ond-degree rape of a child. Using a bail 
bondsman, he posted $150,000 and was 
released from jail last week. 

Troyer said the four officers killed— Sgt. 
Mark Renninger, 39; and Officers Ronald 
Owens, 37; Tina Griswold, 40; and Greg 
Richards 42, all from the Lakewood Police 
Department— were catching up on paper- 
work at the beginning of their shifts when 
they were attacked at 8:15 a.m. Sunday 

Troyer said the attack was clearly tar- 
geted at the officers, not a robbery gone 
bad. 

There was no indication of any connec- 
tion with the Halloween night shooting 
of a Seattle police officer. The suspect in 
that shooting remains hospitalized. 

It wasn’t clear whether the officers 


even had time to draw their weapons to 
return fire, Troyer said. 

“This was more of an execution. Walk 
in with the specific mindset to shoot 
police officers,” Troyer said. 

There were two employees and a few 
other customers in the shop. All are 
being interviewed by the Pierce County 
Sheriff’s investigators. 

“Some are in shock. They are very 
upset,” Troyer said. 

The Forza Coffee Co., part of a pop- 
ular local chain, is on a side street near 
Me Chord Air Force Base in Tacoma, 
about 35 miles south of Seattle 

“We hopefully will have answers, but 
there is nothing more we can tell you,” 
Troyer told KING-TV “That’s as cold- 
hearted as it is.”

Students aren’t the only ones benefiting from the billions of 
new dollars Washington is spending on college aid for the 
poor. 

An Associated Press analysis shows surging proportions 
of both low-income students and the recently boosted 
government money that follows them are ending up at for- 
profit schools, from local career colleges to giant publicly 
traded chains such as the University of Phoenix, Kaplan and 
Devry 

Last year, the five institutions that received the most fed- 
eral Pell Grant dollars were all for-profit colleges, collecting 
more than $1 billion among them. That was two and a half 
times what those schools hauled in just two years prior, the 
AP found, analyzing Department of Education data on dis- 
bursements from the Pell program, Washington’s main form 
of college aid to the poor. 

This year, the trend is accelerating: In the first quarter 
after the maximum Pell Grant was increased last July 1, 
Washington paid out 45 percent more through the program 
than during the same period a year ago, the AP found. But 
the amount of dollars heading to for-profit, or “proprietary,” 
schools is up even more— about 67 percent. 

For-profit colleges say the country has little choice but 
to accept help to achieve President Obama’s goal of getting 
every American to enroll in some form of education beyond 
high school. The for-profit schools have space while com- 
munity colleges are bursting at the seams. Besides, their 
convenience and career-focused curriculum are clearly win- 
ning customers, who are free to use their aid where they 
choose.

WHAT IS IT? 

As defined by Google, a 
Wave is an online tool for 
real-time communication 
and collaboration. A 
Wave can be both a 
conversation and a 
document where people 
can discuss and work 
together using richly 
formatted text, photos, 
videos, maps and more. 


When I was in high school, I wasn’t 
much of a risk-taker. I became a lot more 
daring in college and now as my 37th 
birthday approaches this week, I can’t 
imagine not taking risks— even at work.

WHAT’S 
THE REAL 
STORY? 

After accident, Woods cancels again on meeting with 
cops, says rumors surrounding events are ‘malicious’

WINDERMERE, Fla. Tiger Woods canceled yet 
another meeting with state troopers but, for 
the first time, talked about his car crash on his 
Web site, saying it was his fault, that his wife 
acted courageously and that remaining details 
were private. 

The statement was posted about an hour 
before troopers were to meet with 
the world’s No. i golfer at his home 
inside the gates of Isleworth. A 
meeting was not rescheduled. 

In a tape of a 91 1 call released 
Sunday, two days after the acci- 
dent, a neighbor told dispatchers 
that a black Cadillac Escalade hit 
a tree and “I have someone down 
in front of my house.” 

Woods’ neighbor never men- 
tions the golfer by name, and the 
call is inaudible at several points 
because of the bad connection. 

“I came out here just to see what 
was going on,” the neighbor, who 
was not identified, told dispatch- 
ers. “I see him, and he’s laying 
down.” 

One woman is heard in the 
background yelling, “What hap- 
pened?” 

In his statement, Woods took responsibility 
for the accident. 

“This situation is my fault, and it’s obvi- 
ously embarrassing to my family and me,” 
Woods said. “I’m human and I’m not perfect. 
I will certainly make sure this doesn’t happen 
again.” 

Woods said it was a private matter, and he 
wanted to keep it that way What he failed to 
address was where he was going at that hour. 

‘Although I understand there is curios- 
ity, the many false, unfounded and malicious 
rumors that are currently circulating about my 


family and me are irresponsible,” he said. 

Windermere police chief Daniel Saylor has 
said Woods’ wife, Elin Nordegren, used a golf 
club to smash out a rear window to help him 
get out of the SUV when she heard the crash 
from inside their home at 2:25 a.m. Friday 

“The only person responsible for the acci- 
dent is me,” Woods said. “My wife, Elin, acted 
courageously when she saw I was 
hurt and in trouble. She was the 
first person to help me. Any other 
assertion is absolutely false.” 

Sgt. Kim Montes of the Florida 
Highway Patrol said Woods’ attor- 
ney, Mark Nejame, informed the 
patrol that Woods would not be 
meeting with troopers Sunday 
afternoon. 

“It has not been rescheduled,” 
Montes said. “He’s not required 
by law to give us a statement, and 
we’ll move forward with our inves- 
tigation without it.” 

Mark Steinberg, Woods’ agent 
at IMG, said in an e-mail Sunday: 

“We have been informed by the 
Florida Highway Patrol that fur- 
ther discussion with them is both 
voluntary and optional. Although 
Tiger realizes that there is a great 
deal of public curiosity, it has been conveyed 
to FHP that he simply has nothing more to 
add and wishes to protect the privacy of his 
family” 

Police first tried to interview Woods on 
Friday, but his wife asked if they could return 
the next day because he was sleeping. 

As they headed to Woods’ $2.4 million 
house inside the gates of Isleworth on Saturday 
afternoon, FHP dispatch put through a phone 
call to troopers from Woods’ agent, inform- 
ing them that Woods and his wife would be 
unavailable to talk until Sunday

Who is Rachel Uchitel?

Tiger Woods’ accident came two days after the 
National Enquirer published a story alleging 
Woods had been seeing a New York night club 
hostess, and that they recently were together 
in Melbourne, where Woods competed in the 
Australian Masters. 

The woman, Rachel Uchitel, denied having 
an affair with Woods when contacted by The 
Associated Press. 

Los Angeles attorney Gloria Allred con- 
firmed she was representing Uchitel when she 
was reached by the AP on Sunday 

“She is with me in L.A.,” Allred said later in 
an e-mail to the AP. “We plan to meet and then 


we’ll decide on the next step, which we do not 
plan to announce to the press.” 

Uchitel arrived at Los Angeles International 
Airport on Sunday, where she was met by Allred 
and escorted out of the baggage claim area. 

Woods is set to host his Chevron World 
Challenge this week in Thousand Oaks, Calif., 
which benefits his foundation. Woods’ news 
conference had been scheduled for Tuesday 
afternoon, although it was not clear if he would 
still play, or even attend. 

“We do not know if Tiger is playing; we are 
anticipating a great week of competition,” said 
Greg McLaughlin, the tournament director and 
president of his foundation. 


Aside from occasional criticism of his tem- 
per inside the ropes, Woods has kept himself 
out of the news beyond his sport. In an October 
posting on his Facebook account, Woods wrote, 
“I’m asked why people don’t often see me and 
{wife} Elin in gossip magazines or tabloids. I 
think we’ve avoided a lot of media attention 
because we’re kind of boring. ...” 

“He’s an iconic brand, the platinum stan- 
dard,” said John Rowady, president of rEvolu- 
tion, a Chicago-based sports marketing agency 
“I find it interesting how he’s being attacked by 
so many sides after how gracious he’s been. But 
even the best of celebrities who try to do their 
best can be riddled with controversy”

City cracking down on 
illegal drivers at airports

“Jerzy,” a rogue cab driver, sauntered through the 
door on the lower level of O’Hare International 
Airport like he owned the place. 

On the contrary, Chicago authorities would 
take him for a ride— to a police station— and 
impound his vehicle if they caught the unli- 
censed livery driver soliciting customers. 

Sizing up a huge crowd of Thanksgiving 
holiday passengers who retrieved their suit- 
cases from United Airlines baggage carousels 
in O ’Hare’s Terminal i, Jerzy approached a 
woman, tipped his cap to her and asked if she 
needed transportation. 

“I do need a taxi, to the Swissotel down- 
town,” she said, without seeming to question 
whether the offer was legitimate. “Can you take 
me there?” 

Jerzy smiled, clutched the handle of the 
woman’s roller bag and pointed the way, in the 
process telling a Tribune reporter to quit fol- 
lowing him. His car was waiting in the airport 
parking garage. 

Brazen, yes. But for the uninformed passen- 
ger, it means a lot less fuss. No standing in line 


in the cold wind, waiting for a ride at the taxi- 
cab stand outside the terminal. 

But there is a big problem. It’s against the law, 
and the city is cracking down this holiday sea- 
son. Stories abound about drivers who demand 
exorbitant payments from customers they 
hustle in return for suitcases locked in trunks, 
or about uninsured drivers getting into crashes 
in which passengers are hurt. 


Undercover investigators with the Chicago 
Department of Business Affairs and Consumer 
Protection are conducting stings at O’Hare and 
other city locations to flush out and punish the 
illegal taxi and chauffeur business. Midway 
Airport is on the list of places where the stings 
also have been conducted, officials said. 

In many cases the investigators pose as pas- 
sengers. 


About 300 vehicles have been impounded 
so far this year for, among other infractions, 
violating ordinances requiring livery vehicles 
and drivers to be licensed by the city The city 
cited and impounded 89 vehicles at O’Hare 
from the beginning of the year to Nov 20, 
officials said, adding that 17 of the impound- 
ments were conducted just in the last month 
and a half. 


Teen loitering raises complex issues in Boystown

When Antonio Jones walks down Halsted 
Street in Boystown, he feels more at home 
here than he did in his old Garfield Park neigh- 
borhood, where he used to worry about thugs 
attacking him for being bisexual. 

But all is not bliss for Jones in Boystown either. 
That’s because the 21-year-old college student, 
who often travels down Halsted wearing baggy 
pants and a dark coat, knows that— in an ironic 
twist— some residents now view him as a thug. 

For a couple of years, this section of Lakeview 
has been trying to figure out how to deal with 
the young gay men from the city’s South and 


West sides who come to Boystown to visit the 
Center on Halsted. 

Sometimes the young men leave the center 
and hang out on the corners in the community, 
which some residents and patrons of Halsted’s 
gay bars have found off-putting, even along this 
street known for its colorful and lively night life. 

“You have guys who are too young to get into 
the gay bars but old enough to still hang out 
late,” said Jones, who began coming to Halsted 
Street when the center opened 2 1/2 years ago. 
“I’ll admit they can be teens — that means being 
unruly or rowdy” 

He said many of the youth find a refuge in 


Boystown. Often it’s the first time the teens, the 
majority of whom are black, can be themselves. 

But the residents complaining at CAPS meet- 
ings have said they feel threatened or intimi- 
dated when they pass clusters of these teens on 
sidewalks. Police have stepped up patrols. 

“It’s not a race thing. It’s a cultural adaptation 
thing,” said Jim Ludwig, who owns Roscoe’s 
Tavern. “It’s a youth rebellion thing. We’re at a 
loss in trying to figure out what’s a good thing 
for these kids to be doing other than congre- 
gating on the corner. Sometimes there are 50 
kids. But it’s only a handful that doesn’t have 
the social skills regarding sidewalk etiquette.”

British Foreign Secretary David Miliband 
described Iran’s move as a provocation. 

“This epitomizes the fundamental prob- 
lem that we face with Iran,” he said. “We 
have stated over and again that we recognize 
Iran’s right to a civilian nuclear program. ... 
Instead of engaging with us Iran chooses to 
provoke and dissemble.” 



U.A.E. to back 
banking system 


□ DUBAI, United Arab Emirates The United 
Arab Emirates has pledged to stand 
behind foreign and domestic banks in the 
country, offering additional money while 
extolling the strength of the Gulf nation’s 
financial sector. 

The UAE’s immediate priority was to 
avert any run, however unlikely, on banks 
by panicked depositors. But the promise of 
cheap funds also signaled to investors that 
the country’s federal government— backed 
by oil money— will do what it can to limit the 
fallout from its indebted emirate’s woes. 

In a statement Sunday, the UAE’s central 
bank said it had sent notice to Emirati banks 
and foreign banks with branches in the coun- 
try making clear they would have access to 
“a special additional liquidity facility” 

The offer comes after the conglomerate 
Dubai World on Wednesday announced it 
needed at least a six-month reprieve from 
paying its roughly $6o billion debt. The 
news sent global markets tumbling.

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40-year-old Favre throws circles around defenseless Bears

MINNEAPOLIS Minnesota’s recruiting pitch to Brett 
Favre was heavy on the no-pressure part: just steady 
the offense, let the running game and defense do most 
of the work and join in on the fun. 

The Vikings are enjoying themselves, but Favre’s 
surgically-repaired right arm is doing a whole lot of 
work. 

Favre completed 32 of 48 passes 
for a season-high 392 yards and three 
touchdowns, and the Vikings inter- 
cepted Jay Cutler twice in a 36-10 
victory over the Bears on Sunday 

“I figured we’d have to throw it 
some,” Favre said. “I didn’t come just to hand it off. 
I love to play” 

But the 40-year-old has been surprised by how 
much he’s been heaving the ball. The Bears were 
blitzing and playing a soft zone coverage a lot in the 
first half to bottle up Adrian Peterson, so coach Brad 
Childress ordered offensive coordinator Darrell 
Bevell to keep calling for passes. 

Fine by Favre, even if it’s more than he expected. 

“It’s not like I wake up in the morning and don’t 
have any aches and pains, because I do,” said Favre, 


who matched former Vikings defensive lineman 
Jim Marshall for the NFL non-kicker record of 282 
straight games played. “I’m sure when it’s all said and 
done, I’m going to be like, ‘What did I do all this for?’ 
But my arm feels great.” 

The Vikings (10 -1) outgained the Bears 537 yards 
to 169 and breezed to their fifth straight win, despite 
two fumbles and a pedestrian 
85 yards by Peterson, whose late TD 
put Minnesota over 32 points for the 
sixth time this year. The Vikings had 
31 first downs; the Bears just eight. 

“I think pride is going to become 
an issue here,” Bears defensive end 
Alex Brown said. “It’s going to be heart, pride and who 
really enjoys playing the game of football.” 

In the second half, the Bears ran 12 plays— and net- 
ted 2 yards. 

“It’s a tough one,” said Cutler, who completed 18-of- 
23 passes for 147 yards and one touchdown. “I didn’t 
expect this. We had a good week.” 

He added: “With as good a football team that I 
think we have in here, to go out week after week and 
not live up to our own expectations, that’s the tough 
part.”

SHRINKING YOUR PLATE MAY BE 
THE KEY TO A SMALLER WAISTLINE 


Seconds 
and thirds 

Just because you start using a nine-inch plate 
at dinner doesn’t mean you can keep filling it 
up. If you do you might find yourself eating off 
the equivalent of an 18-inch plate or bigger. 
“The 9-Inch ‘Diet’ ” co-author Alex Bogusky 
suggests your whole meal, no matter how 
many courses it involves, should fit on your 
plate at the same time. w.p.

The holiday season brings with it an overabun- 
dance of advice on how to avoid gaining weight 
in the face of all those festive meals, cocktail 
parties and plates of cookies brought in by co- 
workers. 

Depending on whose advice you're inclined 
to heed, you can cut back on carbs, mind the 
glycemic index of the foods before you fill up 
on fat or count every calorie. 

Or maybe you could just use smaller plates. 

That's the premise of “The 9 -Inch ‘Diet',” a 
book published in 2008 by a pair of advertis- 
ing executives which makes a strong visual and 
verbal argument that much of America's weight 
problem stems not from eating the wrong foods, 
but from eating too much. 

Alex Bogusky, who wrote the book with 
Chuck Porter, is best known for his work on 
the “Truth” anti-tobacco ad campaign. He 
starts the book with a simple tale. Having just 
bought a lakeside cottage built in the 1940s, he 
and his wife went out to stock up on dinner- 
ware. But the plates they bought didn’t fit, no 
matter which way he tried to jam them in the 
cupboards. Slowly it dawned on him that those 
cupboards had been built with much smaller 
plates in mind. Further research revealed that 
while most dinner plates today measure 12 
inches, in the middle of the past century the 
standard was nine inches. 

And so a “diet” was born. Bogusky replaced 
his plates with vintage nine-inchers, and he and 
his family adjusted their serving sizes accord- 
ingly; 

“Research has proven,” Bogusky said in an 
e-mail, “the mind is a much bigger trigger for 
how and when we feel satisfied and full than 
anybody had formerly realized. More so than 
the stomach.” 

As a result, he says, he's eating considerably 
less food at every meal. And you can too. 

“The 9 -Inch ‘Diet' ” is a fun read, chock-full 
of images that show how the continual super- 
sizing of American food-serving vessels has 
led to our consuming ever-increasing portions. 
Obviously, the diet is just a way of exercising 
portion control. But it's an elegant and adapt- 
able way 

People have trouble looking at a portion and 
knowing whether it’s too large or too small, 
Bogusky says. 

“If I show you two portions, you can tell me 


which is bigger, but you won't be able to dis- 
cern which one is the right size,” he wrote. ‘And 
today with the size of everything ballooning 
out of control, there is nothing for us to make a 
legitimate comparison to. The nine -inch plate 
is an absolute size reference that we used for 
a hundred years, and it worked. It can work 
again.” 

The beauty of this “diet” is that it doesn't rule 
out any kind of food. It just gives us a way to 
gauge how much we should put in our mouths. 
In fact, several pages of the book are dedicated 
to color photos showing how meals for various 
diet plans, from Pritikin and Weight Watchers 
to Atkins and South Beach, look on a nine-inch 
plate. 

Of course, going nine -inch isn't just a mat- 
ter of digging Grandma’s china out of the attic. 
First, this approach works only if you commit 
to it and allow yourself time to get used to using 
a smaller plate at every meal. The payoff: Once 
you're in the groove, Bogusky promises, “you 
won't even have to keep an eye on your portions 
anymore; your plate will do it for you.” 

That commitment requires getting rid of 
your big plates. Bogusky reluctantly suggests 
that, in a pinch, you can resort to paper plates, 
whose size is marked right on the package. 
Bogusky notes that it’s not just our plates that 
have grown larger but also our drinking glasses 
and flatware; downsizing all of these should, he 
says, be part of your new campaign. 

To make this really work, though, you have to 
shop for food that will fit on your plate. You may 
have to ask the butcher to cut a steak into two 
servings, for instance, or rethink your notion 
of how big a piece of chicken should be. And, 
he warns, “don't abuse your nine -inch plate” by 
filling it to the rim and stacking food high. 

“Just use common sense,” he urges.

Do you use nine-inch 
plates all the time now?

It’s actually funny to think about 
because it has become such an easy 
accepted part of our lives that I for- 
get that people are eating off giant 
plates still. So at home we’re always 
eating off nine-inch plates. But when 
we eat out we usually just split a por- 
tion. The plate is a great tool that 
eventually makes it second nature to 
right-size your portions. 

Do you get the sense that this nine- 
inch-plate thing has caught hold? 

Well, it certainly hasn’t become a 


national sensation. But it’s funny 
because I do get a lot of people tell- 
ing me how they made the switch 
and they love it. Specifically because 
they’ve lost weight. That’s a really 
amazing feeling. I’ve also run across 
and been sent a lot of articles about 
smaller plates that are seemingly 
unrelated to our book. Hopefully the 
ripples are still expanding. 

Will you be using nine-inch plates at 
Thanksgiving and the other holidays 
this season? And will you go back for 


seconds? 

We will, and we are having over a ton 
of people, and they will too. We like 
a pretty traditional Thanksgiving, 
so you’ll see the usual suspects on 
the plates. Seconds is a tradition 
at Thanksgiving. For most of us, it 
has to be done. But one of the great 
things about the nine-inch plate is 
that even if you go back for seconds, 
you’ve eaten 30 to 40 percent less 
than if you did the same thing on a 
12-inch plate.
